The revenue people are discussing ways 
to tax such fringe benefits as free lunches 
to employees, work clothes, tools, housing 
and recreational facilities. They can do it, 
they believe, because of a Supreme Court 
ruling in 1945 that gave to the tax boys the 
right to include in taxable income ‘‘any 
economic or financial benefit conferred on 
the employee as compensation, whatever 
the form or mode by which it is effected.” 

One proposal is to add to every em- 
ploye’s taxable income a ‘‘market value” 
of such benefits. Sounds pretty simple. But 
is it? 

The market value of perishables goes 
up and down, and so does wheat and corn 
and coffee and sugar. And it just isn’t the 
same at Joe’s beanery as at the tony place 
on Main Street. Little of that will bother 
the tax boys, though, for a slide rule can 
fix for them any “market value”’ they want 
to use. 

But we don’t see how they’re going ‘to 
fix the appetite. We know little from per- 
sonal experience about how free lunches for 
employes work; but we don’t doubt that 
they work differently in different places, 
just like appetites. So some questions both- 
er us. 

Will there be a different scale for the 
hearty -eater and the frugal? What about 

people who are on a diet? Arid what about 
those who only say they are?

This brings us to the new raid On -con- 
servation. 


For a long time, the livestock interests— 
though by no means all of them in the 
Western public lands—have wanted to 
shake off the restraining hand of the U. S. 
forest service, particularly, but also to 
loosen the contro] also of the Interior de- 
partment’s Bureau of Land Management. 


This would be done in the bill now being 
considered by the House interior and in- 
sular affairs committee, which would weak- 
en the authority of the:Secretary of Agri- 
culture and the forest service in his depart- 
ment over grazing lands in national forests, 
and would set up virtually vested rights in 


' now existing grazing permits, both in the 


national forests and in other public lands. 
The national forests are the real goal in 
this bill, though it is presented jn the guise 
of a measure to get ‘‘uniformity’’ by hav- 
ing the same rules and regulations for them 
as for other public lands covered by the 
Taylor Act. The bill was described by a 
fighting editor, Robert W. Sawyer, pub- 
lisher of the Bend (Ore.) Bulletin, who 


said it “has been on the assembly of cer- 


tain livestock interests for many years,”’ 
as follows: 


“The fact is that this legislation harks 
back to the days of land script. The graz- 
ing privilege would become something 
that the holder could sell as he pleased. In 
other words, the present permittee could 
sell rights to a specific piece of the public 
land and the public would have practically 
no voice in the transaction.”’

Ike Must Depend 


On the Democrats 


WASHINGTON — An unprecedented po- 
litical situation is shaping up in Washington 
which may carry heavy overtones for the 
1954 congressional elections. It revolves 
around the fact that Republicans, rather 
than Democrats, are setting themselves up 
as the leading oppo- 
nents of some of the 
most important legis- 
lative recommendations 
President Eisenhower 
has submitted. to Con- 
gress thus far. 

What is more inter- 
esting, it is beginning 
to look like the admin- 
istration will have to 
depend on Democratic 
votes to put much of 
its program through. That may apply in 
particular to such matters as taxation, ap- 
propriations of $5,800,000,000 for foreign aid 
during the next fiscal year, extension of 
the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act and 
expansion of the social security program. 

It is noteworthy to record that The New 
York Times, in a calm survey of the situ- 
ation by members of its Washington bureau 
staff, reported that: ‘‘Although the Presi- 
dent has received loyal support from the 
elected Republican leadership of the Senate 
and the House, a ‘hard core’ group of 
Republicans has declared publicly its un- 
willingness to accept the President's leader- 
ship on these major issues.’ 

General Eisenhower is threatened with 
serious opposition from members of his 
own party on his proposal for a six months’ 
extension of the excess profits tax on cor- 
porations. Nor was there any satisfaction 
in his firm stand against reducing indi- 
vidual income taxes before ‘the federal 
budget is balanced. Sorne of the old high 
protectionist elements of the party would 
do away with further extension of the re- 
ciprocal trade agreements program, a prod- 
uct of the early Roosevelt New Deal ad- 
ministration. 

A hot fight is in the making on each of 
these White House proposals, led almost 
entirely by Republican opponents. Because 
of the close division of the two parties in 


‘both the House and the Senate, it could well 


be that the President will be required to 
draw on Democratic votes to gain approval 
of his program. 

Thus, as The Times points out, the first 
Republican President to occupy the White 
House in 20 years ‘“‘finds himself in the 
politically interesting situation of depend- 
ing on the votes of Democratic members 

. to insure final enactment of his pro- 
gram.”’ 

It is a situation that has important po- 
litical implications. General Eisenhower's 
name will not be on the ballot when the 
Republicans go before the country next 
year in the battle over control of Congress. 

What the President’s party opponents 
are doing is to make it easy for the Demo- 
crats to carry out that line of attack. It 
would be a powerful factor in their favor if 
they were able to go before the country 
with a record of having saved the adminis- 
tration from defeat on the most important 
part of its program.

They ineluded Secretary of De- 
fense Wilson, Vice-Admiral Rad- 
ford, chairman-designate of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff; Commis- 
sioner Murray of the AEC and 
Representative Cole (Rep., N. Y.), 
chairman of the joint congression- 
al committee on atomic energy. 

Secretary of the Army Stevens 
watched the test with the troops 
in forward trenches. Reporters 
were not admitted to the test 
reservation, and watched from 
mountains overlooking the site. 

Secretary Wilson was quoted by 
the AEC in a formal statement 
as saying he ‘‘considered the test 
extremely interesting and was 
pleased with its success.”’ 

Admiral Radford called the test 
a ‘milestone in the history of 
atomic weapons.”’ 


FINISHED WEAPON 


The 30th atomic explosion in 
28 months of experiments at the 
test site, 85 miles north of Las 
Vegas, it was the first to involve 
what was acknowledged to be a 
finished weapon. Previous tests 
had involved only what. the AEC 
described as ‘“‘nuclear devices’’— 
presumably the main fissionable 
ingredients assembled in rudi- 
mentary casings for experimental 
purposes, although it was aiso 
presumable that a finished ver- 
sion of today’s projectile had been 
experimentally detonated outside 
of a gun. . 

It also was the first of the Ne- 
vada tests in which one of the 
military services occupied the pri- 
mary role.

Backing him up, Talmadge

realize that their release depends 
on their own conduct.”’ 

Charges. of harsh treatment 
and lack of rehabilitation work 
were the chief complaints against 
the training school. 

Kemper Monday night issued 
an appeal to civic and religious 
groups and to individuals to help 
find suitable homes in which to 
place the rehabilitated girls. 

“Our one greatest problem is 
finding suitable people to whom 
we can parole the girls,’’ Kem- 
per reported. ‘‘Most of them 
came from broken homes, and 
we cannot return them to these 
conditions when they are ready 
for release.”’ en 

Two girls have been held at 

the school for 13 months longer 
than necessary because suitable 
homes cannot be found for them, 
Kemper asserted. 
_ “Tt is unfair to keep the girls 
‘at the schools after they are 
rehabilitated,’’ he said. ‘‘We need 
somewhere suitable to send them.”’ 
them,’’ 

Kemper’s new orders forbid any 
punishment other than withhold- 
ing privileges and confinemerit 
to rooms. When confined, the girls 
shall get the regular diet, except 
dessert. 

He increased the visiting dates 


good conduct records. At present, 
visitors are allowed only once a 
month. 

He called for a monthly re- 
port giving each girl’s rating on 
cooking, sewing, housekeeping, 
typing, arts and crafts, beauty 
school, academic work, recrea- 
tional activities and conduct.

Stone of Scone Marks Joy, Grief

vorite son of Milo the _ Scot, 
heard of the ‘talisman power 
of the famous stone. He de- 


scended upon Spain and carried . 


off the stone (some say a bride 
as well) to Ireland. 


There, 
Tara, it was set up. Its name 
was changed from “Jacob's Pil- 
low’’ to ‘‘Lia Fail,’’ Stone of 
Destiny. 

For centuries the kings of 
Ireland were crowned upon it. 
If the designated king were a 
true successor, the stone was 
silent. But if he were false the 
stone groaned for all to hear 
and the sky thundered in sym- 
pathy. 

Irish antiquarians contend 
that the stone never left Ireland. 
But Lord Brabazon, himself of 
Tara, speaking in the House of 
Lords May 9, 1951, held that 
Fergus, founder of the Scottish 
monarchy, bore the sacred 
stone across the Irish Sea to 
Dunstaffnage in Scotland. 

In the vaults of Dunstaffnage, 

I have seen a hole, conforming 
to the shape of the stone, where 
it is said, Fergus laid the stone 
for safe keeping. 
Then in A.D. 840, Kenneith 
II, that valiant Scot, moved the 
stone 4o Scone, planting it on a 
raised plot of ground ‘‘because 
the last battle with the Picts 
was there fought.’’ 


ENCASED IN CHAIR 


It was encased in a chair of 
wood, and it stood by a cross 
on or beside the ‘‘Mount of Be- 
lief’’ which still exists. Scot- 
tish kings about to be crowned 
were placed upon it. 

Then north came Edward, 
‘‘Hammer of the Scots.’’ After 
having himself crowned upon 
the Stone of Destiny, he trans- 
ported it south to Westminster 
Abbey. There it was embodied 
in a chair he had specially de- 
signed. The chair remains, 
still hugging this stone frag- 
ment. 

An attempt was made fod 
bring the Stone back to Scot- 
land at the Treaty of North- 
ampton in 1328. Part of that 
treaty, the legend says, is that 
Edward III agreed that ‘“‘the 
Stone on which the kings of 
Scotland were wont to sit at the 


time of their coronation should | 


be restored to the Scots.’’ 
DEFIED REMOVAL 


However, the belief that the | 
Stone of Destiny was indeed a | 


talisman was so strong that the 
people of London marched to 
the’ Abbey defying the king’s 
commissioners to remove it. 
So, the Stone of Destiny re- 
mained in Westminster Abbey 
until the young man, Ian Hamil- 
ton, and his three associates re- 
moyed it on Christmas Day 1950. 
It is not clear to whom the 
stone belongs. Many Scots

Others claim the 
Treaty of Northampton made it 
the property of th~ Scots. Con- 
sequently, many people held 
and still hold that Hamilton 
and his associates were not, in 
any sense robbers. 


DISTURBED BY EXPLOIT 


The late King George VI was 
sadly disturbed by Ian Hamil- 
ton’s exploits. He spoke twice 
to me, when I was Scottish sec- 
retary, about the subject. 

I cannot claim that I enjoyed

That ride from Montgomery to Charleston was 
a killer. 


‘‘We got no long hauls in this league. After the game today, 
see, we'll drive back to Rock Hill, 27 miles.

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Gourd Shortage 
Perils World 


| NORTH GEORGIA—There are a lot of things in this atomic 


age to worry folks but the thing I’m going to worry about today 


is gourds. 


Did you know there’s an alarming gourd shortage in the 
world? Even in the emerald and indigo world of north Georgia’s 
mountains, where cream-colored cows graze knee-deep in clover 
and the air is sweet and cool and honeysuckle scented, there are 


not enough gourds to go around. 


Enamoured as I am of this mountain country I hate to go 
finding fault this way. But the mountains’ No. 1 booster, Her- 
bert Tabor, of Ellijay, will bear me out. 


Mr. Tabor, who is busy lining up exhibits for the Georgia 
Mountain Fair, which is to be held at Hiawassee in August, 
confesses that although he fully expected to out-do the gourd 
exhibit, which was a major attraction last year, he may have 
to get along by presenting some of the same gourds which 


have starred before. 


These include a giant punkin-size gourd, which, its owner 
explained to Mr, Tabor, was used in the old days to store eggs. 
It seems that a gourd is a fine example of nature’s own system 
of insulation. Put your eggs in a gourd and they remain at just 
the right temperature for storage—and even in the coldest weather 


they do not freeze. 


The same thing seems to be true of the old sugar and salt 
gourds which you can still find occasionally in a mountain kitchen. 
Salt stored in gourds does not lump up or get damp and stubborn 
in rainy weather. Sugar is similarly free-running and fine when 


stored in gourds. 


Tiny, golden ‘‘Ten Commandments” gourds make fine salt 
cellars for the table, both utilitarian and pretty when you realize 
that each of the little puckers on the side of the gourd represents 
an important rule for iiving. These too, alas, have become rare 


practically to the point of being a collector’s item.

Naturally this gourd shortage is affecting the martins tragic- 
ally. They are having to make do with tin and pottery houses, 
which get hot and hold the heat and nearly cook the little birds 


before they feather out. 


In gourd homes they were insulated 


against heat and cold and life was considerably easier. 
Ladies who gathered up gourds and covered them with 
bright daubs of paint and hung them on kitchen walls are re- 


sponsible for part of the shortage.

youngster has taken food or 
liquids. 

Every year more than 600 
American children die from ac- 
cidental poisoning. Further- 
more, those who survive may 
be left with permanent disabili- 
ties such as narrowing of the 
esophagus (gullet) winch fol- 
lows the burn produced by 
swallowing lye; or with liver 
and kidney damage caused by 
the more toxic agents. : 

Carelessness and unfamiliar- 
ity with the habits of children 
are to blame for most of these 


The more widespread usage 
of toxic insecticides such as 
parathion also has increased 
the danger of poisoning among 
children in rural areas. 

Carbon tetrachloride is the 
active imgredient in many 
cleaning fluids, fire extinguish- 
ers, worm medicines and sol- 
vents for paints, fats and oils. 
Iodine, strychnine, phenol- 
phthalein and sleeping pow- 
ders are just as lethal as aspi- 
rin when consumed in large 
quantities. 

The usual antidote is made of 
two parts pulverized charcoal 
(burnt toast), one part milk of
